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— City Taking Pre-applications 
for Elderly Housing Complex. 


Tecumseh Housing Commission is now taking pre- 
applications for the Orchard Terrace Housing Complex for the 
elderly. This pre-application will assist the housing commission 
to determine if it is economically feasable to undertake the 
project. 

The Housing Commission has received notification from 
Farmers Home Administration that it couid possibly receive 
mortgage funds sufficient to construct the facility. If full fun- 
ding is approved, 121 one-bedroom units would be available for 
rent. In addition to the apartments the building will contain a 
multi-purpose room, kitchen, lounge, crafts room and central 
laundry. . . 

This housing will be available to anyone over- age 62 or 
nandicapped, regardless of age. Ten units have been designed 
especially for those with physical handicaps. The rent is based 
on an individual's ability to pay but in no case can it exceed 25 
percent of his or her adjusted income. 

For example, if you'are 68, single and your adjusted income is 
$600 per month your rental fee would be $150 per month.

Meter Shortage 


There seems to.be-a shortage of 10. 
hour parking meters in the northeast 
city parking lot, at-least that's vhat 
some employees and apartment 
dwellers in that business block contend 

Their concerns were voiced Monday 
night by Council . member.- Harold 
Easton 

City manager Cal Zorn said that the 
north row of meters is still all 10-houf 
parking. ''There are just as many as 
there were before. We only changed the 
head on them and put in the same 
mechanism. All the four-hour meters 
are in the new section,” Zorn replied 

Still at least one user of that lot 
disagreed and told Zorn that some of 
the meters required .50 cents instead of 
25 cents a day 

In fact, some employees are parking 
free. They don’t put any money in the 
meters. On days that the meter maid 
comes around, the employees settle for 
a .50 cent parking ticket. 

Zorn commented, “I'm in favor of 
uping fines. They haven't been changed 


-since we started the system 20 years 


ago. If we put in all long-term parking 
meters, -where are the customers going 
to park?" The problem Zorn referred to 
is that employees have been found 
taking advantage of parking spaces 
closest to their businesses. 

“І don't think the city should provide 
parking for renters. Landlords should 
provide that," commented- Council 
member Easton. 

Council member James H. Palmer 
suggested using the 10-hour parking 
spaces-in-the-city's-southeast business 
block.

- Phe first of the month ‘found 

"Evans Creek ісе free with 
high, fast running water. It: 
was really quite ‘low. in 
December but. melting snow 
and, even more important, 
these heavy, hard. rains of 
New Year's weekend left their 
mark. 

The high water wads: not 
approaching flood stage, it 
simply covered the rocks and. 
pushed back the sides so that 
we had a wide creek insteád of 
à narrow one., 

However, one result was the 
same as it would have been 
had Evans Creek risen to flood 
stage. The cardinals are 
excited and fascinated by fast 
running-water. We have often 
noticed that these red beauties 
simply cannot stay away from 
a raging creek. 

During the wildest of floods 
we have watched them flit and 
dart over the water, males 
and females both seemingly 
captivated. When not: flying 
they select branches; ex- 
tending over the stream for 
perches. 

Settling down they ар- 
parently just watch thé water 
I knów why, it is spéllbinding 

As said before, the -first of 
January found the creek high 
but not anywhere near a 
torrential flood. Even.so, the 
cardinals enjoyed the. action 
and appreciated the fast 
current ` 

They perched on 
overhanging branches and 
watched the water-flow 
beneath. They were far too 
busy to think about eating 

It was a good thing they 
enjoyed Evans Creek when 
they did because it changed 
quickly: A. weather. front 
moved through and the bottom 
fell out of the thermometer. 
Zero and below temperatures 
were no match for the rushing 
creek. We could almost see the 
ice form. ‚ 

Of. course. it. froze from the 
edges in towards the middle. 
All. too soon there were only 
lohg narrow open stretches 
The cold was bitter and the 
water was much warmer than 
the air 

Suddenly we saw that the 
creek.was steaming. Well no, 
it was not like the geyser 
basins in WYellowstorie -but 
there was ‘most definitely 
stream rolling off the surface 
of our little Evans Creek. 

The next morning there was 
no open water at all, the creek 
was completely frozen. -The 
cardinals went’ back to their 
usual. way of. life. Eating 
supersbded creek gazing. It 

was still cold though: and we 
felt sorry for the birds 

All of thern, but especially 
the cardinals: As they took 
turns coming, one at a time, to 
.the near-my-window féeders 
their feathers were fluffed and 
, puffed. They looked round and 
about twice as big as usual. 

Settling in front of a pile of 
sunflower seeds, Papa C. 
would: balance on one foot 
«while he pulled the other up 
and snuggled. it into’ his 
tummy feathers for warmth. 

Soon the'warmed foot would 
be down and the other ‘one 
pulled up. All during the cold 
snap the cardinals acted as 
though they had cold feet. 

Almost more years ago than 
I care to remember, a frozen 
over creek meant just one 
thing. Ice skating 

That the ice was not always 
perfect or that we sometimes 
‘had Чо spend more time, 
shoveling snow to clear the ice 
than there was time for the* 
actual 'skating itself, did not 
matter a bit. We had ab

Under the law, enacted last 
spring, snow, ice or slush may 
not be. removed from а 
driveway or -other property 
and placed across a roadway 
or its shoulders. Snow piled 
near a driveway entrance 
must not obstruct the view of a 
motorist entering the road- 
way. j 

Pushing. snow. from a 
driveway to the opposite side 
of the road also is prohibited. 

‘Citizens or hired 
snowplowing services usually 
clear driveways after the 
highway crews have cleared 
the roadway and shoulders,” 
said John P. Woodford, 
department director. 

Violation of the new law is a 
misdemeanor. Both pfoperty 
owners and persons hired to 
removed snow are respon-

Cost of the bridge two years ago 
was estimated at $148,000. 

In à letter to the Township, Ron Lear, 
county highway. engineer, stated if

government wou]d pay $160,000; the 
state, $20,000 and the ‘Road Commission 
would split the. local cost with {һе 
township at $10,000 each. 

Engineering design costs may be 
figured at six percent or $12,000. That 
could again be split between the road 
commission and the township 

The cost of the township's portion of 
the bridge project would therefore be 
$16,000. 

Estimated life of the bridge would be 
50 years, but from past experience it 
could last 70-80 years, said Lear's 
letter. 

"This is a long time to deny the 
citizens of Raisin Township. the 
privilege of using the proposed bridge," 
Lear wrote 

The Road Commission sees the in- 
convenience and the cost passed on to 
the potential users of the bridge. 

Lear's letter stated that the shortest 
distance is a two mile detour which 
could һе critical for emergency ser- 
vices. 

Furthermore, Lear figured that if 250 
cars a day rnade the detour, it could add 
up to a cost of $425,000 over 50 years for 
gas alone 

Lear's letter says, “If the bridge is ` 
replaced now, the road can be opened 
without expense to the township.” 

He told the Herald that the half-mile

Road west to Wilmoth and east on 
Chase or Sutton Road east to Rogers 
Hwy., and west on Kopke Road. 

With repair of the. Wilmoth Road 
bridge about two years ago, a majority 
of township officials feel that they can 
get by without a third bridge in that 1 
1/2 mile area and get along without 
costly repairs for a road few people 
would use.

Council OKs 
Purchase Plan 


Tecumseh City Council adopted a 
resolution Monday night to enable the 
city to purchase goods and supplies at a 
savings through state contracts with 
the State of Michigan Purchasing 
Division. 

The agreement does not.require the 
city to make. all purchases through 
state contract, but the state does not 
want the city to use state contracts as 
leverage to gain lower prices. 

The city agreed to pay a two percent 
feé to the state for its service if the city 
orders something under state contract. 

The city purchased its last three 
patrol cars and a new radar unit 
through the state procedure at a con- 
siderable savings. For example, the 
тз unit coet UNN lees than Council 
had anticipated. 

Some Council members were con- 
cerned that. Tecumseh businesses 
would be left out as suppliers. 

“If these merchants don’t stay in 
business, we won't have their money to 
save anyway. I think we should use this 
judiciously," said Councilmember Jay 
Tressler. 

“I don't think we are talking about 
many items," said city manager Cal 
Zorn. He cited an office copier machine 
andtheradar unit as examples 

Zorn said in previous years, the city 
was able to.purchase its street salt 
supply cheaper than the state's con- 
tract price, but “I don't think we'll see 
that again," he said. This year the city 
bought its supply at $2 a ton savings 
*a good move" Zorn 








added. 

Under the agreernent. with the state, 
the city will still purchase through area 
dealers and in other cases, the city will 
be required to send a purchase order to 
a central supplier. The state would not 
become the city’s purchasing agent 
The city would still issue its own pur-

The description is old but it 
is still. the best I have read — 
the male purple finch looks 
like a sparrow, who someone 
has upended and. dipped 
headfirst into a jar of rasp- 
berry jam. 

Several weeks ago Mom and 
I had the pleasure of seeing 
just such a well-dipped ‘purple

feeders. To say he was

He stood in the middle of the 
tray for some moments and 
posed first one way and then 
another.

Taxes are going up. 

Tentative equalization factors 
released last week by the county, 
reveal that Tecumseh’s real estate 
properties are scheduled for nearly a 15 
percent increase in assessment. 

Robert Hamden, city assessor, says 
the final factor figure will be quite 
small when he’s finished with his 
assessing and reports them to the 
county next month. 

Although commercial property here 
has been assessed at 40 percent of 
actual value, according to the county, it 
will be increased as will industrial and 
residential properties. 

Assessments are supposed to be 50 
percent of true value. Industrial is 
currently 46- percent and residential 43 
percent; —according tothe county 
Overall, a 13 percent increase has been

of Development for 700 


After a public hearing at which a 
handful of residents expressed some 
concern about the effects of growth, the 
Tecumseh City Council approved the 
preliminary plat for Courtland Place, a 
subdivison planned for 46 acres of 
property on the north side of Burt 
Street 

The developer is the Tecumseh 
Development Group Inc., with Richard 
Heglin of Tecumseh as president 

The 100-lot planned residential 
community will have 96 single-family 
lots and four center lots for cluster 
townhouses 

The single family lots are designed 
around 16 cul-de-sac drives for privacy 
Lot sizes range from 7,700 to 10,000 sq 
ft. with average lot size of 9,000 sq. ft 








About 200 apartments are planned as 
the second phase of the development 
They will be arranged in townhouse 
clusters of no more than four to provide 
privacy for both apartment dwellers 
and single family homeowners 

Parking will be clustered on the in 
side of the multiple units development 





Landscaping berms between existing

Suddenly one day a hawk 
appeared. A few days later he 
was back again. There was 
ample evidence that he had 
made a kill. It did not take the 
mourning doves long to get the 
message and soon there were 
none roosting in > the 
evergreens. 
Jumping to Macon — a 















. small hawk was seen sitting 


on a bird feeder. The observer 
could hardly believe -hér-eyes 
and'she first thought it was.an 
escaped parrot. He was small 
in size and brightly colored— 
reddish back, blue wings, rich 
buff front, and bits of green, 
white, black, and brown 
showing elsewhere. 

Easy to see why it would be 
startling to see Such a highly 
colored bird at one's feeder. It 
turned out to be a sparrow 
hawk. 

But the real shocker in this 
episode was that.the bird was 
sitting on the feeder eating 
somiething. That something 
turned out to be a junco. 

The General's Lady had an 
interesting hawk experience 
to report, too. One day she 
looked out her kjtchen window 
fust as a large dark-colored 
bird came sailing up the 
driveway 

He was flying low and ap- 
parently saw her just as she 
saw him. He banked sharply, 
furned back the way he came 
and disappeared. The bird 
Watcher had only an im-

Helen Cruickshank 
believes that the 
mockingbirds are staying out 
of sight because of the 
predators and Don Ellis, 
another bird expert, theorizes 
that severe weather elsewhere 
has forced the hawks to 
abandon their normal hunting 
areas and concentrate in new 
territories. 

Hawks are difficult to 
identify and confusing’to talk 
about. There are usually seen 
at a distance, one seldom 
catches more than a passing 
glance and, except for size, 
many look quite similiar. 

Besides this, there are 
various color phases and there 
are also different colorations 
at. different ages. Naming 
hawks can be absolutely 
chaotic — one book calls at

' "The Rev. John E. Rumohr, 

American Baptist Missionary 
in the African nation of Zaire, 
will speak at the First Baptist 
Church March 18, 7 p.m. 
Slides will be shown. - 

Along with his wife, Trissie, 
and five children, the Rev. 
Rumohr has served in Zaire 
since 1956. 

Presently the Rumohrs are 
engaged in evangelistic work 
centered in Vanga, an area in 
which there are over 40,000 

Five sites have been chosen 
in the Vanga field and on each 
a church or center for work 
has been created, air strips 
constructed and. health 
ministries organized. 

Rumohr is a licensed pilot 
who has served the field for 
many years with a plane 
provided by American Baptist 
of Michigan. 

On a regular basis, the 

flying missionary with his 
team is able to visit the cen- 
ters. A pastor, a school 
prinicpal and a nurse, all 
Zairians, hold meetings, 
distribute tracts and treat the 
Sick. 
Prior to their present 
assignment, the Rumohrs 
served at Kenge, Kinshasa, 
and Kilkongo where they were 
engaged in youth work. 

During their first term of 
service, they were evacuated 
because of political unrest.

There will be three private of- 
fices for the manager and 
assistants. A large, walk-in vault 
will house safe deposit boxes and 
there will be a night deposit facility 
for use after regular banking 
hours. : D 

The new bank will have the 
largest drive-in banking facility in 
Lenawee County. It will be able to 
handle six cars at a time. 

Pneumatic tubes will connect the 
Six drive-in-positions with tellers 
inside the building. The tellers will 


be visible through large glass 
windows. 
When it is completed, the new 


bank will have parking for more 


than 20 cars. 

Commercial Savings Bank is a 
90-year-old institution which has 
four banking offices in Adrian and 
one in Addison. 

At the end of business on Dec. 31, 
1978, the bank’s total resources 
were over $86 million, making it 
one of the largest financial in 
stitutions in Lenawee.County

New All-Weather 
Track at Athletic Field 


The Tecumseh School Board 
adopted a resolution Monday night 
to accept a $75,000 gift for all- 
weather, metric track and voted to 
proceed with plans for the track's 
construction at the athletic field. 

Assistant Superintendent Gene 
Cooley reported to the board that 
the gift was offered just before 
Christmas and that the donor 
wished to remain anonymous 

Problems with the present track 
became apparent a number of 
years ago with the major problem 
of poor drainage over the entire 





field area becoming larger every 
year 

Last year, the board set aside 
$12,000 for. track and field im- 


provements, but materials were 
never available to do the work. 
That money, along with the gift 
and $40,000 from the building and 
sight fund will be used to finish the 
estimated $134,000 track. 
Tecumseh hired the firm of 
Grables, Mills and Young, Inc. to 








act as architects and landscape 
field planners 

TI Lansing based firm 
recommended building the new 
metric track right over the present 


one. The new track will be 15 to 18 


feet longer and will extend north of 


the present track. The football 
field will also be moved 15 to 18 feet 


north. The small wading pool at the 
north end of the field will be 
eliminated

of. August, Arlene Hoffma Ban 
bégins checking milkw 
plants along one of New 
York's, parkways: When 
finding a plant ''decorated" 
with the tiny, white eggs of the 
monarch butterfly she im- 
mediately transports it to her 
office. In four days the eggs 
hatch. The larvae are about 
the size of human hair in 
diameter. 

In an absolutely superb book 
about monarchs, Wings In The 
Meadow by Jo Brewer, the 
strong bond between these 
butterflies and the milkweed 
plant is thoroughly explored. 
Under favorable conditions, 
such as Mrs. H's office, the 
larvae usually spends -this 
stage of their life on their 

‘hatching plant" 

They eat, oh how they eat, 
the ‘green milkweed leaves. 
Such voracious appetites 
produce incredible growth, of 
course: 

The first molt occurs about 
two days after hatching and, 
by the time the fourth or fifth 
final shedding of skin takes 
place, the tiny larvae have 
gtown to about 3,000 times 
their original weight. Hard to 
imagine. 

When finally the chrysalis 
stage ends and the 
metamorphosis has been 
completed, the . gorgeous 
orange and black butterflies 
Work free of their cocoons 


The larvae are not unat- 
tractive as catapillars go, 
yellow and black striped

Dr. and Mrs. Robert Bowers of 
Tecumseh and Mrs. Bowers' 
mother, Rachael Goodman of 
Adrian, were returning ftom 
Lambertville, Mich. when the 
accident occurred at 9:23 p.m. 

Weather was raining and 
pavement wet at the time. 

According to the sheriff’s 
department report, the westbound 
Bowers vehicle crossed the center 
line along a curve in the road that 
veers north and hit a pickup truck 


. “driven by James Raymond Toth, 


29, of Toledo, Ohio. 

Mrs. Bowers, 52, driver of the 
other vehicle, told  sheriff's 
deputies it appeared that 
egenus were coming directly 
toWard them. She said she swerved 
to avoid the vehicle and according 
to the sheriff's department report, 
struck the eastbound Toth vehicle 
head on. З 

Madison Township rescue squad 
and ambulance arrived at the 
scene. Jaws of life were used to 
free the occupants from the 
Bowers' car. Mrs. Bowers and her 
husband, Robert, 58, were taken to 
Bixby Hospital, Adrian where they 
were treated and then released 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Bowers was treated for 
shock. Her husband received 
broken ribs and a cut tongue. 


Dr. Bowers is a Tecumseh op- 
tomerist, and Mrs. Bowers, an 
officer for United Savings Bank, is 
a member of Council here. 

The other driver, Toth, was 
treated and released from Bixby 
Hospital. 

No citations were issued in the 
accident that continues under 
investigation. 

Services tor Mrs. Goodman were 
April 4 at St. John's Episcopal 
Church, Clinton. 

Mrs. Goodman, 82, of 400 College 
Ave., Adrian, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Bixby Hospital 
as a result of injuries received in 
the accident. 

She was born May 2, 1896 in 
Reading, Penn. She married 
Daniel Goodman Oct. 25, 1915 in 
Waldron. He died in 1968. 

Mrs. Goodman was a resident of 
Adrian for the past five years, 
moving from Clinton. Prior to that, 
she resided for many years in 
Cambria. She was a former 
member of the Clinton Women's 
Club and Cambria Kings 
Daughters. 

Survivors are one daughter, 
Mrs. Robert (Mary) Bowers, ‘of 
Tecumseh; three sons, Jeffory of 
Devils Lake, Byron and Daniel, 


both of.Tecumseh; five grand- 
children and four great- 
grandchildren. 


She was preceded in death by 
two sisters. x

Tecumseh City Council 
authorized Assistant City Manager 
Paul Preston to proceed with sale 
of property in the industrial park 
to Weston Haeussler, 701 Brook St. 

Haeussler wants the lot im- 
mediately north of B&H 
Manufacturing, the city’s first 
manufacturer tenant in the 53 acre 
industrial park. 

Haeussler plans to construct a 
10,000 sq. ft. building, similar to 
the one B&H occupies, but smaller. 
About 7,500 sq. ft. will be used for 
manufacturing and 2,500 sa. ft. for 
office space. 

Haeussler plans to occupy a 
portion of the business himself and 
lease the major portion to Adrian 
Manufacturing which will relocate 
from Adrian. 

Adrian Manufacturing is ówned 
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by Robert апа ВШ Plate. It 
manufactures ` tools, dies,‘ jigs, 
fixtures and does some steel 
stamping and fabricating. Labor 
force is about 16. $ 
Construction will begin as soon 
as possible after approval of the 
sale. Council has- approved 
grading to begin on the site before 
the actual closing on the property. 
Purchase price of the city 
property is $13,500; $12,500 for 2% 
acres at $5,000 per acre and $1,000 
for cost to install electrical lines. 


When B&H installed .їїз elec- 
trical service, the city agreed to 
pay the cost for the footage the city 
owned in the two north lots, while 
B&H was responsible for the costs 
from its northern lot line to its 
building. 

Design plans for the Haeussler 
industrial building will be 
presented to Tecumseh Planning 
Commission April 10. 


City Council Selling 
'Kennedy' Property 


After 14 years of city ownership, 
Tecumseh City Council decided 
Monday night to take bids on the 
corner lot at North Ottawa and 
East Logan Streets, commonly 
called the Kennedy property. 

Market value was appraised at 
$21,000 for the 10,500 sq. ft. lot, 
Assistant City Manager’ Paul 
Preston told Council. 

He said that two parties have 
expressed interest to buy the lot 
for retail or commercial building. 
Both are allowed under the present 
zoning. € 
. The city's downtown develop- 
ment plan, prepared by Region П 
Planning Commission, calls for 
business use of the property. 

Council set ground rules for the 
bidding procedure. The minimum 
accepted bid will be $21,000 net to 
the city. The buyer must build a 
commercial or retail building on at 
least 20 percent of the lot. Building 
must be started within one year of 
purchase. 

Councilmember Len DeMoss 
cast the dissenting vote in the 5-1 
vote to sell the property. 

“Tt is kind of a mini-park, close 
to downtown. People congregate 
there," DeMoss observed. He 
suggested it be groomed as a park 
site with benches. 


Attempt Assault 
of 14-year-old 


Only six complaints were in- 
vestigated by Tecumseh police the.

But the city just developed the 
nearby city parking lot and other 
city officials were interested in 
business development for the lot. 

“We better get some of this 
property back on the tax rolls," 
commented . Councilmember 
Harold Easton. Councilmember 
Carlton Cook agreed, adding, ‘Ме 
don’t want a parking lot on that 
corner.” 

City manager. Cal Zorn com- 
mented, “I had always hoped it 
would never be used for a parking 
lot. I personally don't think it is a 
good idea to make a parking lot of 
corner lots.” 

“Pm not worried," Zorn said, 
about parking spaces for another 
business оп that northeast 
business block, since “‘there are 
over 100 spaces immediately south 
of the lot,” Zorn said. 

The city purchased the Kennedy 
property with its 1851 brick home 
in 1965 for $10,000 from parking 
meter funds. The Classical Revival 
style house was rented until 1972. 
Income and expenses were ac- 
counted in the parking system. 

Finally, in late summer of 1975, 

the debate about what to do with 
the property came to a climax. 
Hopes to restore the building, 
believed to be the oldest brick 
home in Tecumseh, were dashed 
when the city learned it could cost 
$75,000 to put the building back in 
shape. 
Since 1975, the lot has served as a 
downtown mini-park and picnic 
spot by some downtown employees 
and students.

Counter balancing the 
pretty plumage are the bright 
yeliow rings around their eyes 
and their large, ugly-looking, 
black bills. Mean looking and 
mean acting, they still might 
be welcome for their. ap- 
pearance if.only they did not 
come in such large numbers. 

The cowbirds present a 
paradox. They are rather 
attractive birds but enjoy а 
deplorable life-style. As with 
the grackles, in fact even 
more so, there is a decided 
difference between the males 
and females. 

Whereas the female gackles 
are merely less shimmering 
and sport rather washed-out, 
yellow eye-rings, the female 
cowbirds are non-exciting, 
non-distinctive, dullish brown. 

The males wear coffee and 
cream colored “head 
coverings, and their bodies 
are glossy black. All of the 
glamour certainly went to one 
side of this family. 

It is the female cowbird who 
is the parasite. She sneaks 
through  brush-tangles and 
shrubbery, always on the alert 
for some other birds' nests.

Blvd. was built from 1848-1856 
in an Italian villa style. 
Among its features are -a 
cherry cantilevered staircase 
to the fourth floor cupola. The 
27-room mansion is owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Lee Worley and 
family. 

They have decorated it with 
some of the original fur- 
nishings of the Stacy ‘family, 
and have cared for some of the 
Stacy family’s personal ef- 

fects. 

William Hayden came to 
Tecumseh by a more cir- 
cuitous route and at a later 
date than Stacy did. His home 
is at 108 W. Pottawatamie St. 

Lured by gold dust and 
wanderlust, at age 30, Hayden 
set out for California. He 
contracted cholera and was 
left to dié by his companions. 
He recovered only to have his 
$4,000 fortune go down with a 
ship оп his return trip from the 
gold fields 

Hayden borrowed money to 
return home. He began his 
milling business in Jackson, 
where he purchased the

is extreme difficulty with one 
of the basic subjects: reading 
and language, writing or 
arithmetic. A learning 
disabled youngster often does 
well in two out of three of 
these 

Attention problems are 
another symptom that may 
appear in the pattern of a 
learning disabled student. 
Extremes of paying either too 
much or too little attention 
without self control can signal 
a learning disability 

Children with learning 
disabilities often lack social 
awareness. They don’t seem 
to learn how to behave in a 
group situation as easily as 
other children. Appropriate 
behaviors have to be taught to 
learning disabled youngsters. 
They need to have someone 
else point out cause and effect 
situations that are obvious ‘to 
other children 

For example, when Dick, a 
learning disabled youngster, 
made a face at Billy, he didn’t 
understand why Billy became 
angry. And when Dick walked 
right through the middle of a 
marble game at recess, he 
didn’t understand -why the 
three boys playing the game 
started shouting at him 

Some other behaviors that 








may be learning .disability 
symptoms are coordination 
problems, constant misur- 
derstanding of directions, 
confusion about whether to 
use the right or left hand or 
extreme difficulty with 
organization of time and/or 
space

symptoms are serious enough 
to request professional 
evaluation by staff of the 
Lenawee Intermediate School 
District

Although people 
oft times think of stress -as 
some regative event, such as 
an'auto accident, à divorce or 
being fired from one's job, it is 
important to realize that 
positive life events also cause 
Stress. -c 

The birth of a baby, a 
promotion, the purchase of a 
new home, even Christmas 
and family get-togethers are 
sources of stress in our lives. 

Under the  guidanoe of 
Kathy Bailey, RN, Coor- 
dinator of Inservice 
Education, participants first 
identify their stress signals, as 
different people have different 
warning signs that they are 
under.stress 

It is again important that 
people learn to récognize their 
warning signs of stress, as this 
is the first step in dealing with 
stress. Second, participants 
learn to categorize the type of 
stress, as each individual 
encounters three basic types 
of stress-producing incidents 

1) those over which you have 
no control, i.e. the death of a 
spouse; (2).those over which 
you have some control, i.e. a 
change in financial status 
and (3) those over which you 
have complete control, i.e 
revision of personal habits. 

The emphasis is to reduce

New Benefit 
for Employees 


Tecumseh city employees 
will be able to make volunteer 
tax deferred contributions 
from their salary for their 
retirement in addition to the 
retirement benefits the city 
currently provides. 

The plan won't cost the city 
more than routine 
bookkeeping. 

Monday night City Council 
adopted a resolution enabling 
the city employees to par- 
ticipate in the Deferred 
Compensation Plan with the 
International City 
Management Association 
Retirement Corporation 

The funds remain an asset 
of the city, subject to its 
control, until the funds are 
disbursed to “employees in 
accordance with the plan. 

According to ICMA, the city 
would not be responsible for 
any loss due to investment of 
funds and assets in the 
retirement account 

City attorney Greg For- 
sthoefel explained to Council 
that the city would be 
secondarily responsible to the 
extent that ICMA is not 
collectible. This is the case 
with the present city employee 
retirement fund. 

ICMA is a relatiely new, but 
growing concern. The plan has 
been adopted by over 700 local 
governments and agencies. 

While the plan is geared to 
provide Portable firemen 
benefits for a ‘istrative 
personnel, who face reduced 
retirement benefits due ‘to 
career mobility, it is a sup- 
plemental benefit to all city 
employees because of the tax 
deferral on the portion of the 
income they contribute.

In some cases, anxiety 
causes hyperactivity. Most 


people have experienced this 
in various situations. Do you 
remember how you felt at 
your first job interview? Or, in 
the dentist’s waiting room? 
Have you imagined how it 
would feel to be called for an 
income tax audit?. Do you 
remember waiting for final 
exams to be handed out? For 
some children, everyday 
experiences cause this 
panicky reaction that appears 
as hyperactivity. 

A fourth theory is that 
hyperactive children appear 
to be experiencing a 
developmental. lag. Per- 
severation (repetitous 
behavior) and distractibility 
(inability to focus on one 
stimulus and to screen out 
others) are thought to be 
normal stages of development 
at preschool ages. Children 
who are slow to pasgéhrough 
these stages appear 
hyperactive in a school en- 
vironment. 

A child may exhibit 
hyperactive behavior as a 
result of any one of com- 
bination of the previously 
mentioned reasons. 

It is important for the 
child's future success and 
happiness to have the family 
doctor or an educational 
diagnostician evaluate the 
child's over-activity as soon as 
possible. 

The major question with 
hyperactivity is deciding what 
distinguishes a normal level of 
activity in a child. 

Small children explore their 
strange new world with great 
exuberance and enthusiasm. 
This is a normal and exciting 
stage in a child's develop- 
ment. 

Hyperactivity is difficult to 
diagnose during the early 
years when a high level of 
activity is acceptable. 

Some indications that a 
preschool child may be 
hyperactive are: language 


passiveness or restlessness; 
difficulty getting to sleep;

have difficulty entertaining 
themselves for a sustained 
length of time.) 

Once a child starts school, 
hyperactivity becomes more 
noticeable. The child seems 
incapable of being quiet or 
still. He, or she, cannot con- 
centrate on work or play for 
more than a few seconds. 

Recklessness and  im- 
pulsiv.ness are also 
characteristic of his or her 
behavior. The hyperactive 
child can't accept con- 
sequences, so bribes or 
threats don’t seem to have any 
effect on correcting 
misbehavior. 

Four characteristics are 
commonly accepted as traits 
exhibited by hyperactive 
children. These аге: inat- 
tentiveness, behavior 
problems, delays in academic 
development and immaturity 

Until recently a stimulant 
drug—Ritalin—was perhaps 
too often prescribed to calm 
hyperactive children. It 
became apparent that using 
this drug improved only a 
small percentage 

Dr. Feingold, an allergist, 
observed that certain foods 
and food additives cause 
hyperactivity in some 

children. By removing foods 
and beverages that contain 
those substances from the 
allergic child's diet, 
hyperactivity can be reduced. 

Since a hyperactive child is 
often a problem for the entire 
family, help is often needed 
for them to learn how to cope 
with the situation. Following 
are some suggestions for 
parents of a hyperactive child. 

1. Use simple statements 
and commands. Tell him to do 


words and/or pictures. Stick 
to these rules: 

5. A behavior chart is 
helpful. Use rewards rather 
than punishment. Reward 
often in a manner the child 
wil enjoy and with a method 
you approve. 

6. Try hard not go give in to 
a temper display. 

7. Provide opportunities for 
daily . physical activity in 
which he can succeed 

8. Child-proof the house so 
that he can move without 
breaking things 

9. Be firm. Once you've said 
something, stick with it until 
the end of the discussion. 
Refuse to argue 
. 10. Be sure that the child is 
paying attention before you 
give directions. Be patient. 
You may have to repeat 
directions more than once

County Adds 5.72 


Factor, Council Hints 
of Mi llage Decreas 


Lenawee- County Equalization 
Department has added a 5:72 
(1.0572) factor to be applied to real 
property for assessment purposes, 
Tecumseh Council learned Mon- 
day night at an informal budget 
work session. 

This factor brings the 
assessed value to $48,985,712, or 
$2.3 million more than the 
$46,667,000 city assessor Robert 
Hamden reported to Council two 
weeks ago. That. earlier figure 
reflected an almost 10 percent 
increase over last year's assessed 
value 

The factor means that assessed 
values have gone up over 15 per- 
cent in a year 

If the city decides to levy the 13 
mills used to prepare the 1979-80 
budget, it will collect nearly $30,000 
more in revenue with the factor. 

One mill is equivalent to $1 per 
$1,000 State Equalized Valuation 
(SEV) 

Councilmembers hinted at 
a decrease in city millage. 
Yet, if the city decreases its 
local tax collections, it will 
also lose some money from 
state and federal revenue, 
which is computed on basis of 
local tax effort. 

Cal Zorn, city manager said he 
will have these figures for Council 
at its next regular meeting May 7,

The 1979-80 budget of $2,029,390, 
mulled over by Council Monday 
night, represents a four percent 
increase over the 1978-79 budget of

The Headlee Amendment, 
passed by the voters in November, 
limits governments to make a 7.7 
percent increase on assessed value 
of existing property, a 
requirement the city met. 

It also prevents assessed value 
from rising faster than the Con- 
sumer Price Index. In an earlier 
report to Council, Zorn showed that 
the city property values rose 54 
percent over 10 years time, well 
below the 86 percent increase in 
the Consumer Price Index over the 
same period. 

Local taxes represent a 30 
percent chunk of the city's income 
in the proposed 1980 budget, or 
$606,679. 

The proposed’ budget also 
reflects a $36,000 increase in 
weight and gas taxes and a 
decrease in excess of $49,000 with 
the elimination of CETA program 
and public works funds.

John K. Terres writing in his - 
book, ‘Songbirds. in Your 
Garden",  maintairis. that 
attracting flickers is not 
unduly difficult. It is no sure 
thing either. 

A well designed, well placed 
house may be up for a year or 
two and attract no tenants but 
suddenly one spring a pair of 
flickers will move in and from 
then on it might be occupied 
for several seasons. 

According to this book the 
interior of a flicker box should 
be 7"'x 7" square and from top 
to bottom, it should be about 17 
inches from the floor. 

Flickers seem to prefer 
their- boxes six to 20 feet above 
the ground and mounted 
either on a tall pole or tree 
trunk. The author stresses the 
need for putting a two inch 
layer of sawdust or wood 
shavings and moist earth in 
the bottom of the box 

When the birds excavate 
their own nest holes they 
apparently use some of the 
wood chips to cover the floor 
of the nest and make a cushion 
for the eggs. 

And going from giants to 
midgets, wrens are in- 
defatigable nest builders 
Almost everything and 
anything they find that is 
within their carrying capacity 
is lugged to the nest site 

To use a wren’s nest looks 
bulky and poorly constructed, 
things just seem to be worked 
together in a haphazard 
manner. 

Often the doorway is par- 
tially obstructed with nesting 
material and sometimes there 
are even a few long twigs or 
weed stems sticking out' of the 
front door. . 2 

Many belie hese are not 
signs of careless building but 
are indeed just the opposite — 
they are purposely placed 
obstructions intended to 
di$courage birds-who might 
harass the wrens

One last word on nesting. 
boxes. Most of those who 
should know stress. the im- 
portance of tailoring the box to 
the bird and especially the 
front door entrance way. It 
should only be large enough to 
admit the bird for whom it was 
built. 

Some. advocate an oblong 
entrance, much like the letter 
drop in the mailbox, for a 
wren house. It should be about 
three inches long and 1% 
inches high.

One of our 
forsythias was bravely 
Showing 12 to 15 bright yellow 
flowers. When part of the 
goldfinch flock paused to rest 
in the bush, {һе number of 
flowers increased 
dramatically — when the little 
birds left, the flowers count 
went down. 

The largest nearby creek- 
bank maple tree was in full 
bloom, Its delicate and lacy 
blossoms hung in sprays 
which gave the tree an almost 
gpuze-like appearance. 

In color they were a soft 
light green. However, when 
the goldfinches; who were 
bright yellow as they snacked 
op thistle seeds at the near- 
my-window feeders, flew to 
the tree and landed close to 
the clump of flowers, the birds 
and the blossoms looked the 
same. It was actually hard to 
separate birds from flowers. 

All morning I had heard the 
unmistakable song of the 
white-throated sparrows. It is 
a clear, pure whistle. I am not 
good in recognizing birds by 
their voices but the white

Perhaps attesting to this 
venture is the original wheel 
used to lift celery seed bet- 
ween the second and third 
floors. 

As a Social center, the 
Bidwell Hall served as the 
first Masonic Lodge for 40 
years from 1854. In 1865, area 
residents mourned Lincoln's 
death there with a civic 
assembly. 

Originally constructed in 
the simplier Federal style, the 
window bracketing was added 
in later years. 

Recently, the building has 
had a turnaround. Owner Don 


E. Limpert of Manchester 
recycled it, revealing the 
mysterious “Iron Lady" 


corner post sculpture beneath 
the former glass tile facade. 

The brick was cleaned by 
high pressure water method, 
trim was painted and a mini- 
mall of nostalgic aura con- 
structed inside to create the 
Bidwell Exchange — home for 
six small, but interesting 
businesses.

First United Presbyterian.

The starting point of our promenade has a long history 
in the community, commencing almost, with the birth of 
the town itself. 

The initial service for "The First Presbyterian Society" 
was held in the fall of 1825, with the first Sabbath School 
coming four years later. ir e 

Three buildings have been its home. The first was the 
Old Session House built in 1836 and occupied for the 
first time with the annual meeting in January, 1837. In 
1840 a new building was dedicated, serving its members 
until March of 1869. when the present building was 
dedicated. The cost of the entire structure constructed by 
Salmon Crane & Sons was $35,000. The magnificent 
pipe organ was a gift of John S. Strong (original owner of 
another tour structure now occupied by Margaret 
Aebergold) who served as chorister for fifty years. 

When the one-hundred fiftieth anniversary of the 
Presbyterian congregation was approaching several years 
ago, they were faced with a dilemma—to build a new 
facility or to have extensive work done on the present 
building. With overwhelming approval the members 
chose restoration for the century old edifice 

Not only was there a tremendous amount ‘of. main- 
tenance work to be done, but plans to incorporate some 
modern additions such as a carved wooden sculpture for 
„the altar backdrop that were compatible with a restoration 
needed to be worked out. Basic renovation included 
reroofing, reworking brass light fixtures, and recovering 
original horsehair pew cushions. Perhaps the largest 
undertaking was the repair of all the original leaded glass 
windows and the design and execution of new windows 
for the entry before the narthex and for.a dividing wall 
between the nave and-narthex of the church. The 
glasswork was all done by Richard Marks at his studio 
located in Tecumseh's first Catholic church, also on tour 
. As you will see, the whole project was extremely suc- 


cessful

B.J. Pulver House 


The B.J. Pulver house is the only one on our tour that 
has always been in the same family. 

Benjamin and Ethel Pulver, uncle and aunt of- the 
present owner Elizabeth Wilson, had the house begun in 
1911. Ironically, they stayed at the S.W. Anderson 
house during the year it took for the construction. 

Mr. Pulver owned a drug store in town and both he 
and his wife were active in civic affairs. Mrs. Pulver was 
chairman of the local branch of the Red Cross set up at 
the outset of World War 1. B.J. served on the city council 
during the-1920's along’ with his near neighbor, R.K. 
Anderson and was,responsible for establishing the 
Tecumseh chapter of Rotary 

After the deaths of the Pulvers in the mid 40's, Mrs. 
Wilson's mother and another aunt moved from their 
Shawnee Street residence to the spacious bungalow 
Elizabeth joined them in the move and remained there 
until 1960 when she moved to New Jersey. The deaths 
of her mother and aunt left the ownership of the family 
home to Elizabeth and her sister Dorothy. Ownership by 
them was retained even during a period it was rented out 
from 1960 until Elizabeth returned from New Jersey in 
1968 and they again took up residence 

A different lifestyle and preference in átmosphere 
dictated interior changes by Mrs, Wilson and her sister 
Bookcases that once covered nearly every wall in the 
front rooms were removed to allow placement of fur- 
niture and wall decorations. Woodwork was painted to 

lighten the appearance 

A iove of music and art is at once evident upon ёп 
tering Mrs. Wilson's home. Along with her talents at the 
piano dominating one corner of her music area, she is an 
accomplished violinist heading a trio of local musicians 
Pastels done by her mother's sister and oils that belonged 
to the Pulvers touch the past as well as add beauty to this 
comfortable home

“No way will I live in one of those old high-ceilinged 
houses!” That was Doug McDowell's reaction before he 
acquiesced to look at the house at wife Judy’s urging. 
Once inside the door, it was love at first sight, leading the 
McDowells to purchase the home from Judy's parents in 
1964. 

The house was barely visible behind dense shrubs and 
trees when Judy's parents bought ihe house from Jule 
Hicks Anderson in 1963. After ruthless pruning of 

reenery, the solid classical lines were exposed. The 
lightening process continued on the inside' as dark 
green painted walls were transformed to a creamy yellow 
and gold area rugs give brightness while still exposing the 
beautiful hardwood floors. Other than redecorating, few 
changes have taken place in the front rooms of the home. 


All woodwork is original, this too reflecting the clean. 
unpretentious exterior design. The home never did hav« 
the high ceilings so common to most .older. homes

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S.W. Anderson House 


A social note in the July 29; .1880 issue .of the 
Tecumseh Herald related not only that Seaton W. 
Anderson and his wife Ella had moved into their newly 
completed home on Chicago Street, but that the event 
was closely followed with the birth of their son, Faron 
Also noted in the article was that the woodwork “was 
superintended by Mr. Crane.” 

S.W: Anderson was a member of the large family that 
dominated the downtown -drygoods and grocery business 
for decades under differing partnership arrangements 
and titles. Prior to his apprenticeship in.the dry goods 
business, Seaton worked in Moses Wright's drug store. 
An interesting note is that the Wright homestead on the 
cornér of Evans and Pottawatamie'is obviously based on 
the same design— or vise versa— as the Anderson 
house. He was an Elder in the Presbyterian Church for a 
number of years and a teacher in the Sabbath School. In 
the first city high school class-(of 8 graduates) to receive 
diplomas, he was to go on to serve on the school board 
for 18 years. 

The S.W. Anderson housé must have been right at 
home with Albert Anderson, Seaton's father, residing on 
the corner to the west of him and brother Berford's 
residence to the east. Though all were in the same family, 
the house styles certainly weren't the same. Perhaps 
because Seaton was the youngest, he chose the most 
flamboyant style. of the ‘three. Elaborate cut-out 
gingerbread accents the porch and eave lines. Applique 
work tops-the-window frames. The present color scheme 
not only emphasizes the detail but is more compatible 
with the Victorian color preferences than the white on 

white it wore when Bob and Betty Kline bought the house 
in the fall of 1977

C.A. Stacy House 


Visitors to the С.А. Stacy house will be impressed by 
many of the sáme features that led Lee and Michele 
Worley to purchase the house five years ago. The 
magnificent cherry wood cantilevered staircase extending 
from first floor to the fourth level in the cupola would be 
enough for many to want to claim tlie place. Its size, 27 
rooms over nearly 8,500 square feet, certainly acts as.a- 
drawing force and, as Mrs Worley notes, "the sense of 
history about the home because of the many personal 
belongings — even clothes — that came with the house 
made a lasting impression on us." Aside from furniture 
used by the Stacys, artifacts such as a personal diary of 
Mrs. Stacy have allowed the Worleys to share the first 
hand impressions of life in the past century. 

Consider Alphonso Stacy, the 20-year old self taught 
lawyer, arrived in Tecumseh from New York state in 
1836. He was to have a considerable impact on the 
community. During the forty-three years he practiced 
law, Stacy spent. time as judge of probate court and 
prosecuting attorney for the county He served on the 
local school board for 26 years, was a member ,of the 
state board of education, and was instrumental in the 
founding of what is now Eastern Michigan University. 
Stacy was involved in the construction of the first brick 
block on Chicago Street (now housing the Cake Shoppe 
апа Whatley Real Estate near the Bidwell Building). He 
was the town’s postmaster from 1886- 1890 and owned a 
foundry, the Tecumseh Furnace, for a time. In 1856 
when it burned, he had it replaced, over a period of 30 
days, by a larger brick building using the same ‘brick 
stocked for the building of his home 


Somewhat analagous to Stacy's positión as a judge, his 
homestead, begun in 1848 and completed in 1856, was 
situated (due to a convenient bend in the road) so that it 
presided over Chicago Street. 

The Worleys have retained the historic atmosphere of 
the interior with the blending of furniture from the Stacy 
family and other antiques allow the visitor to share their 
feeling of stepping back into history while in the house 





We Welcome You To Town 


J.S. Stron 


The original owner of this home, John Stoughton 
Strong was born in Strongville; Ohio in 1820. He came 
to Tecumseh in 1848 with his bride of two years, the 
former Delia Alden Baldwin 

Upon his arrival in town, he joined forces with Elijah 
Anderson to found a:factory producing clay-working 
machinery (Strong sold his interest to Albert Anderson 
father of S.W. Anderson.) later, known as H. Brewer & 
Co. For a number of years he had interest in a starch 
factory’ He was a partner with Lebbeus Drew in a hard 
ware business and financed the building of the Sat 
terthwaite Hardware Store. Strong was partner in a large 
nursery business with Charles Fitch Strong and in a 
hardware business with him. He and David McNair were 
proprietors of a clothing establishment and during a two 
year stay in Coldwater, Strong organized a farmers in- 
surance company. With John Nash of Adrian, Mr 
Strong established a bank at Bay City and was a director 
of ihe еу State Bank of Tecumseh. He was an ex 
tensive land owner. A musician. of unusual ability, for 
several years Strong acted as instructor to a large class of 
pupils in vocal music. Over a span of 50 years he was a 
membér of the choir or chorister for the. Presbyterian 
Church. His devotion to the church and musical interest 
led him to donate the pipe organ to that congregation 

Strong's Italianate home, са.: 1878, shows all. the 
earmarks of having been constructed by the Cranes, as 
were a majority of the other tour structures. The grac eful 
stairway features almost identical newel posts found in 
the Hayden and S.W. Anderson homes. The home has

Revival, with typical steeply pitched 
roof and tall, -often pointed windows; 
Farmhouse style; the rather .plain 
rectangular two-story home, usually 
with a one- ог two-story perpendicular 
addition; and the newest (post- 1900) 
style, the Bungalow; most-recognizable 
by its sweeping one-piece roof over a 
large square house as well as over its 
ever present full width front porch. 

Often it is difficult to identify a 
structure as a pure example of a certain 
style because of the mixing of different 
architectural elements at the time. of 
construction, especially around the turn 
of the century, or the additions made in 
the name of “modernization” over the 
years when newer styles were popular. 
In looking, you will often see things like 
a typically clean-lined Greek Revival, 
complete with pediments, fronted by an 
ornately bracketed ` porch, . most 
probably pointing to a remodeling job. 

Although oné may not be able to 
state unequivocally a structure is "this or 
that era or style” after reading this 
guide, it is fun to be able to recognize 
details that are typical of-styles most 
commonly found in this area.

Surfaces 
usually were wooden with a variety of 
textures .& patterns. Applied. or 
namentation and leaded glass windows 
were very much in evidence. Eastlake 
style is similar to Queen Anne in its 
asymmetry but without the quantity of 
ornamentation and detail that Queen 
Anne bore

CLASSICAL. — This encompasses 
three basic styles: Georgian, Federal 
and Greek Revival. Because the first 
two . styles were introduced апа 
popularized quite a bit before any of the 
existing structures in this area, 
characteristics from these styles are 
often found mixed with those of later 
ones, making the identification -of 
examples of a pure style difficult, if not 
impossible. The "classical" label based 
orrthe origin of the styles is then most 
practical and one can seek out features 
that stem from the different period 
styles. | 

Georgian, the oldest of the three is 
very symmetrical in design with the 
entrance and middle of the house 
emphasized. The door, -wide and 
paneled, often Һай ға” transom or fan 
light window above it. Columns or 
pilasters often framed the door with a 
pediment above. Cornice with dentils 
were featured below the pitched, or 
sometimes hipped roof. Later examples 
made even greater use of. classical 
details with more lavish columns or 
pilasters. and often | would. have 
projecting, pediment topped; entrance 
pavilions. Twelve-over-twelve windows 
were usual and shutters prevalent 

Federal had the same Roman 
symmetry but without as much of. the 
classical decoration. Elliptical fanlights 
over doors were popular and columns 
or pilasters remained but with flat 
entablature. Simple frames surrounded 
the six-over-six, often shuttered win 
dows 

Greek Revival still emphasized 
columns or pilasters, this time topped 
with pediment (sometimes broken, i.e., 
without the continuous bottom line) and 
entablature. Emphasis was switched to 
the gabled end. .Windows are usually 
six-over-six and quite simple in keeping 
with a cleaner, overall line 

Examples in Tecumseh include: on

ITALIANATE — Popular from the mid 
1800’s onward, this style is epitomized 
by a structure with squarish design or an 
asymmetrical joining of several boxlike 
modules often punctuated with a cupola 
or a tall square tower topped by a 
pagado-shaped roof. Tall, slender, 
often arched, windows are usually 
emphasized with decorative 
“eyebrows.” The roof is typically flat or 
low pitched with ornate brackets on 
heavy cornices under extended eaves.

The man behind -the financing of this downtown 
“Block” and its namesake, Birdsley J. Bidwell, was in- 
volved in a wide variety of ventures. He was a general 
store keeper and operator of a tannery doing wholesale 
business in hides and leather and retailing finished leather 
products. B.J. was director of at least two banks, was a 
tealtor, and acted as silent partner in many other en- 
deavors. It was his farm product brokerage business, 
however, that was to be the primary source of his sub- 
stantial wealth that-allowed for the construction of the 
Bidwell Block in 1852. : 

Over the years the edifice has served many purposes 
besides the site of business. The first Masonic Lodge of 
Tecumseh was organized there in 1854 and met in its 
third floor until 1894. The social: hall housed public 
meetings, benefit dances for the Civil War effort, and was 
the site of deliverance of town mourning resolutions and 
addresses following the announcement of: Abraham 
Lincoln's assassination. 

To look at the.Bidwell Building today, one would not 
dream that the ornate window “eyebrows” and evenly 
spaced roofline bracketing making it so typically Italianate 
are all “make-up” added decades after it was built. 
Bidwell's Block began as a very solid vet plain structure 
with upper floors exhibiting features more along Federal 
styling than Victorian— six-over-six windows capped by 
plain rectangular eyebrows and roofline similarly devoid 
ornamentation save the two narrow bands of brick 
dentils. 

It has only been within the last year that it has again 
blossomed due to the: restoration/renovation by Don 
imper. the. owner and contractor. Removal of the 
*plastic tile facade of someone's earlier “modernization” 

„exposed the "iron lady" corner post and other street level 
architectural sculpture. The brick was chemically cleaned, 
trim was painted, and storefronts restored as nearly as 
feasible to the original state. Kathy Aiuto manages the 
‘building with mini- mall on the first floor, dance studio on 
the second and space for further development. 


Promenade The Past 


. of many fine; 





"Promenade. the Past" began under quite a different 
format in 1976 with a decorator house in the former 
residence of Allan Seager. The ca. 1880 mansard style 
brick house was completely redone under the spon- 
sorship of the Tecumseh Area Historical Society and the 
Little Garden Club for.a tour extending over. three 
weekends. 

It has evolved into an annual two-day tour of aXross- 
section: of privately owned residences — all at least 50 


. years old — sometimes accented with commercial 


operations housed in historic structures 
The purpose from "Promenade's" inception has been 
to encourage preservation by demonstrating the many 


.'wàys interiors could be used and treated — from 


authentic restoration to total renovation — while still 
maintaining the external reminders of our area's heritage 
primarily .- Victorian, architectural 
specimens. Their .original owners often played a 
significant part in the social, commercial, and cultural 
development of the Tecumseh area. 

The annual tour serves as a binding force for many 
members of the community to work together to reaffirm 
the preservation concept, to familiarize others with the 
Tecumseh area and what it has to offer, and to generate 
funds for projects. by the’ sponsoring groups. The 
Tecumseh Area Historical Society has undertaken the 
restoration of the antique iron fences surrounding 
Brookside Cemetery on N. Union and at Memorial Park 
on Evans on the north edge of town, providing markers 
for historic structures throughout town identifying their 
vintage and original owners, with mofe projects awaiting 
approval. The ‘Presbyterian Women's Association is 
working toward providing barrier-free access to the 
Fellowship Hall at their church. :

Over the years since the William Hayden house was 
built in 1862, the exterior, boasting dramatic Italianate 
detailing, has remained virtually unchanged aside from 
the removal of a cupola that once topped its roof. 2 

Except for the graceful walnut stairway, (a trademark 
of the Crane family of builders responsible for a number 
of structures on tour), light fixtures of both the upper and 
lower landings, and the window: and door moldings, little 
remains of the original layout or fittings to bespeak its life 
as the residence of the propserous mill owner. 

It is now divided into four apartments owned by Mrs. 
Lynn Cook. What is. significant, is that while the interior 
function has changed, the unaltered external appearance 
is compatible with the historic streetscape, reminding us 
of the period in which it was built and of the original 
owner and his significahce to Tecumseh. 

William Hayden's life before coming- to Tecumseh 
reads like a novel, adding excitement to the envisioning 
of this home’s owner. As a young adventurer, Hayden 
sought to share in the fortunes the 1849 Gold Rush 
promised. En route to California he contracted cholera 
and was left by his panic-stricken companions to die. 
Fortunately, one took pity on him, returning to save his 
life and help assure the completion of his journey. 
Hayden did indeed strike it rich. With a gold-filled money 
belt strapped to his. waist, he arranged passage around 
the Horn to return East. THe ship wrecked almost im- 
mediately. Fighting to stay afloat while awaiting rescue, 
he had to abandon the heavy belt, saving his life, while 
losing his fortune. Penniless, he borrowed fare Home. 
Once there, the lure of opportunities in Michigan drew 
him first to Jackson then to Tecumseh. In 1858, he 
bought The Globe Flouring Mills, foundation of the Wm 
Hayden Milling Company which served as a vital industry 
and remained in the same family until Mrs. Perry Hayden 
sold it in 1977.

“Old house people” аге noted for being able to see 
potential in nearly any building “with character” no 
matter how sad a state it is in; but few diehards would 
have been willing to face the mes&$ Richard and Sandy 
Marks inherited when they purchased the perfect site for 
a stained glass studio, an'old cobblestone church. Suf- 
fering from а roof that "leaked like a seive", the basement 
gradually filled with water over the years the building 
stood vacant. The result was that the Markses did not just 
have to contend with-eliminating the water, but the eels 
that lived in it and the mushrooms that were growing out 
of the moisture saturated plaster walls! 





Undaunted, they saved the structure from -the 
destruction that might have resulted at the hands of 
somone less optimistic.

The setting was not’always so idyllic. When Anne 
Carson and her father John bought the house and 
surrounding ten acres in 1919, it was totally overgrown 
No plumbing or heat graced the premises which had 
stood empty for years. Absence of exterior paint and a 
broken, rusty wire fence completed the bleak picture 
Fortunately this did not deter the Carsons. Anne 
recognized the possibilities because "it was a good strong 
house built by Theodore Cràne" (of the same Crane 
family of builders connected with the S.W. Anderson 
Hayden, Strong houses and Bidwell Building. 

Miss Carson's grandparents came from lreland by 
sailing ship during the potato famine, settling with what 
was then a rather sizeable Irish population here. Anne's 
parents (the former Ellen Logan and John Carson) 
coincidentally to this year's tour, were married in the 
S.W. Anderson house March 9, 1892 and took up 
residence on a farm on Occidental. [n later years, wher 
her father's health began to fail, the “Small Farms" was

From thë gracious classical exterior incorporating 
featurings of Greek Revival,- Georgian, and Federal 
styling, one would never-guess that Sutton Place now 
houses the business officés of an efficient, modern 
company. * 

Built. for. Asa and Sara Sutton іп 1853, the home 
served as a center of the valley community-because of its 
role as post office site and its location as the flag stop, 
complete with waiting room, for various railroad lines 
earning it the label Sutton's Crossing 

The Suttons belonged to the Raisin Valley. Friends 
Meeting along with the  Haydens, Satterthwaites. 
Comforts and other oft-mentioned families in the area: 
True to that religion's tradition, their doors were open to 
all comers, black or white. During the Civil War the home 
served as a station of the Underground Railroad, with 
runaway slaves sequestered in the basement. The "open 
to all comers” motto was further carried out with the 
existence .of the "tramp room".

With construction tentatively 
Scheduled to start in late June or 
initial "plans for 
Tecumseh's new civic auditorium 
have been released. 

The building will be. ap- 
proximately 170 feet long, facing 
N. Maumee St. and Tecumseh high 
School, and about 70 feet wide. A 
circle drive off N. Maumee will 
permit vehicles to drop off 
passengers at the main entrance to 
the auditorium. 

Plans include a canopy over the 
drive in front of the auditorium 
alóng with landscaping between 
the drive and street.

the creek. A grayish bird with 
a darker head. Quite large. 
Large at least when compared 
to the tiny warblers who had 
been flitting around. 

The bird moved several 
times, in the shade at one 
perch but in sunshine at 
another. Finally һе worked 
himself into my view. Not only 
was he in bright light but he 
gave us a front view. 

A great-crested flycatcher. 
The warm sunlight fell on an 
unmarked gray breast which 
shaded to yellow оп the 
tummy. His posture on ‘the 
small limb was upright, quite 
decidedly flycatcherish. 

When he took off and flew 
back across the creek Gertie T 
and I were , both almost 
awestruck with the rich 
cinnamon cast on his tail and 
wings.

And just about now a robin 
landed on a nearby limb. A 
lovely female with a paler red 
breast than her handsome 
mate sports. but what a good 
chance to compare sizes — the 
robin is about 10 inches long, 
and according to one of the 
books, our flycatcher -should 
be about eight inches long. 
There looked to be about that 
much difference in size. 

In a few minutes I was 
looking at something else 
across the creek. It had a 
shorter tail than a flycatcher, 
was sitting less straight on the 
branch and seemed a tad 
shorter. 

By the time Gertie T focused 
the binoculars the bird. had 
turned and was looking at us. 
He also hopped to another 
branch and partially hid 
behind a clump of ‘little new 
leaves. 

It turned into quite a game 
of hide and seek. Finally 
though the reddish back, the 
light front with a few spots on 
the upper chest and the 
slightly smaller size all came 
together and said veery. 

Except that the veeries are 
inséct eaters too, they have 
little else in common with the 
great-crested flycatchers. 
Veeries scratch up their 
buggy meals by working 
through the leaf debris and 
other material on the ground 
(Much like towhees. They also 
eat fruit and seeds. 

They are ground nesters, or 
if no suitable spot is available, 
they will build their bulky nest 
in a thick shrub. Veeries could 
nest across the creek and wé 
would be as thrilled to have 
them as we would be to have 
the flycatchers.

Thursday night was the last time 
Harvey and Doris Carpenter of 
Tecumseh talked with their 
daughter, Vicki, 25,° about her 
Memorial Day holiday trip to Los 
Angeles, Calif. 

A special education teacher in 
Coldwater, Vicki was scheduled to 
fly from Battle Creek to Chicago 
O'Hare International Airport 
Friday night where she would 
continue on American Airlines to 
Los Angeles. . 

Her mother, Doris, and sister, 
Sandra, were scheduled to meet 
Vicki in Palm. Springs, Calif., 
before the pair continued on a two- 
week vacation in Tahiti. 

Then the news broke that 
American Airlines DC-10 Flight 191 
bound for Los Angeles had crashed 
in Chicago. It was the worst crash 
in American aviation history. 

"The- Carpenters first heard" the 
news ofthe crash from Vicki’s 
friends who telephoned from 
Coldwater. 

Was Vicki on that flight? 

"I was sure that she was," said 
her father, Harvey. ''We called her 
friends in Los Angeles and asked 
them to call us if they learned 
anything more. We didn't call 
American Airlines, because. we 
figured there was too much tur- 
moil.”

Finally at 
11:50 p.m. Friday, Vicki herself 
called her parents from Los 
Angeles.

American Airlines flight told her 
about the tragedy. In Los Angeles, 
media cameras and news people 
waited for her flight.

when I begin stuttering and 
exclaiming. Mom saw him 
right away. 

He was not in the midst of 
the white flowers which, of 
course, always makes. an 
unforgetable picture. He had, 
however, selected an equally 
advantageous perch. Being in 
the top of the tree, he had 
clear blue sky for background 
and, since the tree was not yet 
leafed- out, nothing blocked 


We were looking through an 
opening in the nearby maple 
tree whose leaves by the way, 
were large and green and they 
made a perfect frame for the 
picture. Bright sunshine 
'illuminated' the  tanager. 
Mom and I gasped in 
amazement. 

He was absolutely — well, 
words fail me. The male 
scarlet tanager is perhaps the 
brightest, most brilliant, and 
most handsome of all the 
bright, brilliant, and hand- 
Sorne birds. His head and body 
are a fiery scarlet, his wings 
and tail are jet black. His bill 
is bone colored and his eyes 
black. Цезеегз incredible that 
all this beauty is concentrated 
on only seven inches of bird. 

Our '79 scarlet tanger had 
studied the books carefully 
and adorned himself with the 
best of colors. He was as near 
perfect as could be. And he 
was as obliging as he was 
beautiful. 

When he left his tree top 
perch he flew down. the creek 
and landed in a. tree even 








closer to me Rouse. Again it 





remembering — what a thrill 
and how exciting. 

The female scarlet tanager 
is a far different creature. As 
with so many birds she is so 
inconspicuous as to be seldom 
noticed. At this time of year 
she looks yellowish in front 
and greenish in back. Her 
wings are rather dark. How 
dull, 

er the family raising 
segson is over she begins to 
spruce up a bit. Her upper 


| parts become brighter while 


her "breast E stomach take 
on a yellow/orange hue. 

At the same time her mate 
is undergoing a drastic change 
in appearance. His firey red ^ 
feathers are gradually molted 
and his new suit closely 
resembles. the female’s 
greenish yellow. — What a 
comedown. 

Even his tail and wings are 
*dulled' by green tingeing on 
the new black feathers. But 
most humiliating, in transition 
and courting garb to winter 
wear this beautiful bird is a 
mottled’ ragged- looking 
character with splotches of 
black, red, green and yellow. 
Wouldn't it be fun to see him 
this way.

Five mills is renewal of 
operational millage. Ad- 
ditional millage request is for 
1.6 mills, all in one proposition 
on the June 11 ballot. 

The total operating budget 
for the present . (1978-79) 
School year is $2,028,094. This 
includes salaries, main- 
tenance, utilities, books, 
paper, pencils, all educational 
supplies and transportation. 

Figuring a 10% inflationary 
increase for next year (1979- 
80) requires additional dollars 
of: $203,000. 

One additional mill with the 
proposed 1979-80 State Aid 
Formula will raise: $207,700. 

The Headlee tax rollback 
will decrease millage by .68 
mills or in dollars: $36,100 

The net gain in dollars trom 
State Aid Formula with one 
additional mill will by only: 
$171,600. 

Therefore, to offset Headlee 
rollback, the-Board must levy 
additional millage of: 1.6 

Because of the Headlee 
rollback, the board must levy 
26.82 mills total to produce the 
needed extra money of 
$207,700. 

The millage levy last year 
was 25.22 mills for operation. 

The budget for 1979-80 must 
be balanced with revenue 
equaling expenditure.

“From present information 
it seems likely that gas, oil, 
and: electricity may increase 
by 15 to 20% next year. We 
have already been informed 
that health insurance will 
increase as of July 1, 1979 by 
13.595. The purchase price of 
one new bus, which we must 
have, has gone up $3,000 over 
1695. 

"With about 8095 of the 
annual budget going for 
salaries and about 20% going 
for all other expenses, it is 
doubtful if the school will be 
able to keep pace with cost-of- 
living in salary increas for 
employees.”

City, Restaurant Owners — Ex 
Dispute Contract Meaning 


Questions about the city of 
Tecumseh's 1977 agreement with 
Tecumseh Big Boy Inc. for city 
sewer and water surfaced at 
Monday's city council meeting. 

The restaurant was built in 
Tecumseh Townshifenear the west 
limits of the city on M-50. When the 
township would not release the 
proposed restaurant site for an- 
nexation by the city, owners Gene 
Tuckey, Joe Mannino and Earl 
Baldwin appealed to the city 
council for an agreement to obtain 
city sewer and water. 

At the Jan. 3, 1977 regular city 
council meeting, a motion was 
made by Councilmember Carlton 
Cook, seconded by Len DeMoss 
that the "City manager and city 
attorney be authorized to draw up 
ап agreement that Tecumseh Big 
Boy, Inc. should pay in lieu of taxes 
an amount equal to city millage 
less two mills. Motion carried 
unanimously." 

The bone of contention is the 
phrase “їп lieu of taxes”. The city 
contends that that agreement 
included all taxes—botli real estate 
and personal property taxes. The 
restaurant owners said they un- 
derstood that the agreement 
referred to real estate taxes only.

The downtown facade study — a 
detailed drawing and study of the 
building fronts of the six downtown 

business blocks — was presented 
to Tecumseh City Council Monday 
night. 

The study represents almost 
four months work by the city 
Region II planners and the 
University of Michigan. 

Though the extent of the 
remodeling suggestions depend on 
the individual building, the study 
shows most- of the downtown 
buildings could achieve dramatic 
results. with brick cleaning ог 
matching paint, changes in signing 
and the addition of canopies or 
window boxes 

A portion of the study by Region 
II suggests how existing street 
lamps and tree planters could be 
made more attactive with redwood 
slits and the addition of street 
furniture such as redwood park 
benches. 

The study 'cost the city of 
Tecumseh $300, a fraction of the 
$4,000 such a plan by a professional 
architect firm could run.

highest. It looked and felt like rain, and I am 
unreasonabie about being rained off the porch. It 
upsets me beyond all rhyme or reason. But porch 
living is fun and there are so few porch days in 
the whole year. We kept wondering — 


Suddenly. Mom and I both 
realized that: we had been 
hearing something. 
Something loud and shrill. A 
tirelessly repeated song which 
immediately brought to mind 
Gladys Tabor’ descrip- 
tion,"..a throat stretching 
serenade.” 

The songster was a wren 
and he sounded so close that 
he should have been perched 
on the window sill. He wasn’t, 
of course. 

While looking for the little 
bird who would have to stretch 
to make four and three- 
quarter inches, we chuckled 
that such a noisy character 
could so easily hide. Oops, 
there he was — no, it wasn’t 
either 

We were listening to one 
bird but watching another. As 
the afternoon wore on we 
occasionally saw the pair of 
wrens flitting through the 
trées; usually, however, it 
was hear one and see the 
other: 

This was a classic example 
of wren life. She was working 
ever so hard to build the nest 
and he stayed nearby singing 
His song was cheering her on 
and, at the same time, war- 
ning other wrens to stay away 

Somehow the division of 
labor seemed quite unequal 
but that is how it is with 
wrens 

We have a lovely wren 
house, built to exacting wren 
specifications. Often this year 
there have been lookers but no 

leases were signed. We have 
waited impatiently and our 
hopes have soared but nothing 
has happened. 

Then came the day of our 
indecision. And suddenly this 
pair of wrens was through 
playing around, they were 
ready to settle down. What 
surprised us was when they 
settled down. The wren house 
was completely ignored and 
the wren started building in 
the bluebird house 

This white painted box is 
much too large for the tiny 
wren. The door is one-and-a- 
half inches in diameter and 
the distance from the door to 
the floor must be at least six 





inches. To see a tiny wren dart 
in and out. was absolutely 
ridiculous. 

It apparently made sense to 
the bird though. She worked 
her little head off carrying 
small twigs and sticks to the 
house. Trying to fill that 
‘cavernous’ box would have 
seemed an endless job to us. 

However, she worked 
tirelessly all afternoon and 
appeared not. a bit 
discouraged. Perhaps his 
singing was a help after all. 

The bluebird house is 
mounted on a fence post and 
the wren found the fai top ofa 
post a perfect landing field. 
Often she would light there 
and have what we thought 
were incredibly long twigs in 
her bill. 

Sometimes she ‘rearranged’ 
the load there, moving. the 
twig until her bill had a better 
grasp. Again she would take it 
to the door of the house and 
run into trouble. 

An oblong doorway would 
have been easier but. she 
always managed to twist and 
turn enough so that somehow 
the long sticks were pushed 
inside. So interesting to watch. 

So interesting in fact, that 
we completely dropped the 
idea of going out on the porch. 
And just how hard did the little 
wren work — well, early the 
next mornirg Mom carefully 
raised the roof,of a bluebird 
box and saw that the wren had 
carpeted the floor with about 
two inches of slender twigs, 
weed stems and rootlets. What 
a lot of work those two inches 
represented

Dr. Nydia Meyers of 
Tecumseh, research scientist 
in sickle cell anemia at the 
University of Michigan School 
of Medicine Dept. of Human 
Genetics, has returned from a 
five-day conference. on 
microscopy at the Statler 
Hilton Hotel, New. York City. 

Sponsor for the conference 
was. the 
Microscopical Society. 
titled ‘‘Dialogues -in 
Microscopy’ '79”, the con- 
ference featured workshops in 
the scanning ~ electron 
microscope, research reports 
and commercial exhibits and 
an awards banquet with Dr. 
Albert V. Crew, inventor of the 
scanning transmission 
electron microscope, as an 
honoree and principal 
speaker. 

During the conference, Dr 
Meyers was chairperson for 
the section on teaching 
microscopy. 

She arranged the program 
that included such leaders in 
microscopy education as Prof 
Marion B. Rhodes, Dept. of 
Chemistry, University of 
Massachusetts; Prof. 
Theodore G. Rochow, North

En- 


Carolina State University; 
Prof. George G. Cocks, 
Cornell University; Dr. 


Walter C. McCrone, McCrone 
Research Institute and Prof. 
Peter DeForest, John Jay 
College, New York, Professor 
of Forensics. 

Each spoke on his or her 
speciality or concern about 
teaching miscroscopy. 

Dr. Meyers, a member of 
the American Society of 
Testing Materials, kas been 
elected to chair a national ad 
hoc committee for teaching 


microscopy in the United 
States. The ASTM works 
closely. with the National 


Bureau of Standards. 

The educators agreed that 
to fill the increasing demand 
for microscopists, quality 
education early in the learning 
process 18 necessary. 

One example of how en- 
couragement in microscopy 
paid off is the North Carolina 
State University department 
of miscroscopy, which is now 
recognized as one of the best 
in the United States. 

About 10 years ago; the 
department was started by 
Prof. Rochow with a grant 
from the Meyers Foundation. 
One of his students Prof. Paul 
A. Tucker Jr. was also on the 
conference program аз 
chairman of the session on 
acoustic microscopy. 

Acoustic microscopy is one 
of the newest fields in 
microscopy.

acoustic microscopy was first 
proposed about 1949, an 
acoustic miscroscope was not 
actually built until about five 
years ago, explained Dr. 
Meyers. 

One of the most important 
applications is that it allows 
examination of biological 
samples without injury or 
destruction. For example, it 
may be used to. trace the 
devélopment of the fetus in a 
small animal or study living 
insects, such as fruit flies and 
larvae, used frequently in 
research. The isolated animal 
heart may be studied in the 
profused state, as may other 
muscle tissue, and the heart 
pacer as well. 

Other applications of 
acoustic microscopy include 
quality control in industry.
